In duo time Mr. Lincoln wrote me that be
would deliver the lecture, a political oue, on
the evening of the 27 t of February, 18'iO. T tils
was rattier late in the season lor a lecture, and
the young gentlemen who were responsible
were doubtful about Its rncoess, as the expenses
were luree. It was stir muted that the lecture
wos to be lu Plymouth Church, Itrooklyn: I
requested and urged tbat-t,- lecture should be
delivered at tbo Cooper IncUUHe. Tbey were
fenilul 11 would not pity expetiHes three hun-
dred and fitly dollars; I thought 1 1 would.

In order to relieve MeBsr. Klcliardtt, Pet-tingi- il,

and Tubhb of all responsibility, I called
upon Home of the olllcers of the "Young Meu'a
Kepubllcan Union," and proposed that they
tihould takeMr. Lincoln, and that the lecture
should be delivered under their auspices. They oirespectively declined.

1 next culled upon Mr. Simeon Draper, then
President, of 'Tho Draper Kepubllcan Union
Club of New York," and proposed to him that
His "Union" take Mr. Lincoln and the lecture,
nnd assume the responsibility of the expenses.
Mr. Draper and his friends declined, and Mr,
Lincoln was lei t lu the hands of "the original
Jacobs."

After considerable discussion, It was agreed
on the part ol the oung gentli-me- that the
lecture should be delivered lu the Cooper Insti-
tute, if 1 would ngtee t share the expenses. If
the saleol tickets (twenty-cent- s each) for the
lecture did not meet the outlay. To this I

I he 271 b of February.
Mr. Lincoln read the notice of the lecture In

the papers, and, without any knowledge of the
arrangement, was somewtiul surprised to learn
that be was fliBl to make hl appearance before
a New York instead of m ' Plymouth Church'
auulence. A notice of the proposed lecture ap-
peared In the New York papers, and the Times
spoke of him "as a lawyer who bad some local
reputation in Illinois."

At my persou-- solicitation Mr. William
C'ullon Bryant presided as chairman of the
meeting, and Introduced Mr. Lincoln for the
lirnt time to a New York audleuce.

The lecture was a wonderful success. It has
become a part of the bistory or the country. Its
remarkable ability was everywhere acknow-ledged.an- d

after the 2711) of February the name
of Mr. Lincoln was a larmlUr one to the people
of the East. After Mr. Lincoln closed bis lec-
ture, Mr. David Dudley Field, Mr. James W.
3Nye, Mr. Horace Greeley, and myself were
called out by the audience, and made short
short speeches. I remember say lug then:
"One of three gentlemen will be our standard
bearer in the Presidential contest of this year;
the distinguished Henator of New York, Mr.

borne friends Joked ine after the meeting as
not being a "good prophet." Theleci ure was
over; all the expenses were paid; I was handed
by the gentlemen Interested the sum of 81 25 as
my share of the profits, as they would have
called on me If there bad been a deficiency In
the receipts to meet expenses.

History of th Turner OrgaiilAatlou.

The first Turner Society In America was
established in New York in 1818. aud others
were speedily formed lu lloslon aud elsewhere,
both North and Boulh. At first the institution
was confined to the teachiua aud practice of
bodily exercises conducive to physical develop-
ment, but It soon uisuiiied a higher scope
Without neglecting its original object. Schools
Were established, and various olher means
Were taken towards general advancement and
Improvement. The relation of muscle
nnd mind was recognized, and physical deve-Jopme- ut

and menial culture were alike en-
couraged. A newspaper devoted to the Inte-
rests of the Turners was established at Cincin-
nati, called the Turn-Zeiun- (Slavery carried

II Is the grave of a poor boy, the only son of a
widow. He was notexacliy an idiot, but, what
people call a "tiHttiral " Goon, simple, humble,
eveiy one loved hlni; but no one could leach
him anything. Ills intelligence whs iu some

vain the poor mother put. him first at school,pnd then to a trade; he could not learn At last,

despair, she took him to a neitcHhorlng
monastery, and Implored the abbot, who was a
most chaiiiable, holy man, to take lilm In. and
iHi.thlni PS a lay brother.

God; I hope for God; 1 love God." One day ho
was missing; they went to his cell, and found
bim dead on the strnw, with his hands Joined
and an expression of the same Ineffable peace
and Joy I hey had remarked on his face when in
the church. They buried him in this quiet
